Collins, Hubbell 
Win Board Seats 
Voters Also Approve Sale 
Of 3 School Buildings 
c? 


Dixon residents Tuesday elected Dr. C. R. Collins arid Williams E. 


Hubbell to three-year terms on the board of education, and voted'over- 
whelmingly to sell three unused school buildings. 


Collins received 865 votes; Hubbell, 845, and W.- David Ames. 708. 


The vote was considered heav; 


with 1,511 persons casting ballots. 


Precinct 1 included all territory 


north of Rock river, and Precinc 
2 included the area south of the 
river. 


Collins received 489 votes in Pre 


cinct 1, and 376 votes in Precinct 2 


Hubbell got 454 votes in Precinc 


1, and 391 votes in Precinct 2. 


Ames received 260 votes in Pre 


cinct 1, and 448 votes in Precinct 
2. 


This morning, Hlgby arranged 


to go on the radio and to the 
newspapers with a public apolo- 
gy. He admitted he hadn't heard 
Handell state implicitly that the 
"circle" system was abandoned. 


' He was "told" that he had done 


so. His apologies were to be dir- 
ected to the taxpayers he had 
misled the night before. He was 
sorry.

This morning, with Handell's 


"repudiation" story about to be 
printed, there was another rever- 
sal. 


< Handell and Higby reached an 
agreement. Handell told us that 
he was abandoning the circle sys- 
tem and, moreover, has agreed 
to hire "expert" help to com- 
plete the job of reappraising the 
real estate. Higby -said that he 
would dig up the cash for that 
help from the town fund. The ex- 
tra amount needed, you see, 
ua»n't levied the night before. 
And taxpayers had been told on 
Monday night that there wasn't 
any cash available to meet the 
cost of hiring "experts." 
This new plan, Handell empha- 


sizes, is contingent upon whether 
the county board denies Higby's 
plan for a reassessment.

President 
Knows of

Tells Newsmen He 
Regards Murrow 
'As a Friend* 


WASHINGTON UP)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower said today 
he knows nothing about an 
18-month delay in hydrogen 
bomb development as charged 
by Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis). 
The President also said he al- 
ways has regarded commen- 
tator Edward R. Murrow, as- 
sailed by McCarthy, as a 
friend. 


The President's remarks were at 


a White House news conference 
during which he also said the 
United States has no need to de- 
velop a hydrogen bomb bigger than 
the one it already has. 


Deliberate Stall 


Sen. McCarthy' said in R TV 


speech Tuesday night that re- 
search on America's H-bomb was 
deliberately stalled for 18 months 
despite information that Russia 
was pushing a similar project. He 
asked if this delay would have been

U. S. Public Health Service direc- 
or, said normal daily dust radio* 
.ctivity here ranges between .15 
nd .40 "milliroentgens. He said the 
bnormal 'rise of radioactivity was 
ot dangerous to the health of the 
eople in the area.

Questioned further, he said he was 
very close to the chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission—Lewis 
L. Strauss—and the chairman never 
has mentioned such a thing to him. 


With emphasis, Eisenhower re- 


peated he has never heard of the 
matter.

inadvertently called back the dis- 
puted method, Handell emphasized 
today the circle idea would be

Ike Says Free World Can't 
Afford More Asian Losses 


Reveal Proposal for IGrNatioii Pact 
To Insure Southeast Asia Security 


WASHINGTON «V-President Eisenhower said today the free world 


simply can't afford greater losses to the Communists in Asia. 


Loss of Indochina and the rest of Southeast Asia would have incal- 


culable consequences, he told a news conference. 


Eisenhower said this country is 


conducting talks with its allies 
looking lowaid united action*to 
keep Indochina free but he said no 
detailed course of action has. been 
set at this time. 


Propose Pact 


It was learned today that this 


country has proposed that 10 na- 
tions join in an agreement under- 
writing the security of Southeast 
Asia generally. 
, 


Some of the 10 have already re* 


acted favorably, diplomats indi- 
cated, and a decisive response 
from Britain; a key member of the 
proposed grouping, is awaited. 


The central concept is joint ac- 


tion to protect that part' of the 
world against Communist aggres- 
sion. At the moment the idea of 
any singlehanded direct interven- 
tion by the United States In the 
Indochina war is discounted in of- 
ficial quarter*.

Denies Reports 


Eisenhower denied, in 
effect, 


widespread reports that the United 
States has asked six allies to join 
in a common warning against 
further aggression by Communist 
China In any part of Southeast 
Asia. 


It wouldn't be right, Eisenhower 


said, for this country to propose 
an answer before there has been 
a joint study of the problem. 


But the question of what to do 


in Indochina is of the utmost im- 
portance to the whole free world, 
the President said, and is getting 
more attention than almost any 
other thing. 


Settlement Unlikely 


Elsenhower Mid he doubt* if 


there is much chance of reaching 
a negotiated settlement of the In-

Dixon Town 
Levy Higher 
By $29,000 


Increased Relief 
Costs Major Reason 
For Higher Budget 
Nineteen Dixon township 


residents Tuesday night 
passed a 1951-55 township 
tax levy totaling $43,305 at 
the annual town meeting held 
in the township building, 315 
Highland av. 


The levy amounts to an increase 


of J29.379.17 over that approved.at 
last year's town meeting by 13 
citizens. 


According to Dixon Township 


Supervisor A. C. Hlgby, the largest 
portion of the Increase is found In 
the general" assistance fund which 
underwent a considerable drain 
during the year. 


Last year, on a recommendation 


of Supervisor Higby. the people de- 
clined to levy anything for the 
assistance fund because Higby felt 
the previous year's balance would 
meet expenses. 


Balance Rrdiiccd. 


However, increased unemploy- 


ment and dependency problems in 
the township, not anticipated by 
Hlgby, ieduced the balance appre- 
ciably. 


While $17.750 was 
levied last 


night for general assistance, Higby 
told the people he fell the sum was 
more than enough. 


He suggested, over the advice of 


his town board of auditors, that 
the general assistance levy be cut 
by several thousand dollars. 


However, the people felt It would 


handicap township relief to cut 
funds too close to the actual anti- 
cipated need. 


In the general assistance levy, 


$10,830 Is expected to cover home 
relief. $2.400 for hospitallzation; 
$2,500, institutional care; $550, Iran 
sicnt cases; $800, burial; $500, ad- 
ministration, and $150 for contin- 
gencies. 


InrrcaMod $2,000 


Township electors passed a levy 


of $3,000 for the Illinois Retire- 
ment fund, an Increase of $2,000 
over last year's figure. The money 
will be set aside in a separate fund, 
according to a resolution passed at 
the meeting. 


The town fund levy this year is 


$19,855, or $5,929.17 more than last 
year's levy of $13,926.83. 


Major increases in the town fund 


are found in compensation of town

"If there were no Communists 


in our government, why did we 
delay?" McCarthy asked Tuesday 
night in a telecast billed as a reply 
to criticism of the senator by CBS 
commentator Edward R. Murrow. 


"Cleverest .Inokal" 


The H-bomb reference was inter- 
cctcd into an attack in which Mc- 
Carthy termed Murrow "the leader 
and the cleverest of the jackal 
pack which is always found at the 
throat of anyone who dares to ex- 
pose Communists and traitors." 


"Who caused it?" McCarthy de- 


manded of the alleged H-bomb de- 
lay. -"Was It loyal Americans or 
was it traitors in our govern- 
ment?" 


"Our nation may well die be- 


cause of that 18-month deliberate 
delay," he added. 


Former President Truman said 


today in Kansas City that there 
was "no delay" 7n development of 
the hydrogen bomb. 


"The order was issued as soon 


as the scientists were ready to go 
to work," he said. "I got an ap- 
propriation of one billion dollars 
to proceed with it." 


"It took two years after the 


British had turned their atomic ef- 
forts over to us before we could 
produce the A-bomb. It took about 
as long to get the hydrogen bomb 
ready." 


McCarthy's statement was, called 


"absolutely ridiculous" by Rep. 
Mclvin Price (D-I11), a member of 
the Joint Congressional Committee 
on Atomic Energy. 


Complete Ignorance" 


"He doesn't know what lie's talk- 


Ing about." Price said in Wash- 
ington. "He showed complete ig- 
norance," 


Pi ice said there may have been 


some delay In getting the H-bomb 
project started, but "ccrUinly not 
for the reasons" McCarlhy indi- 
cated. 


Rep. W. Sterling Cole (R-NY), 


chairman of the Atomic Commit- 
tee, said this country took "a long 
time" on the decision to go ahead 
with the hydrogen bomb." 


"But that docs not mean there 


was anything sinister necessarily," 
he added. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 


declined to comment. 


The H-bomb statement was a 


by-product of McCarthy's renly to 
charges by Murrow that he has 
abused his authonty as a senate 
investigator. 


Murrow attacked McCarthy on 


March 9. He offered to turn his 
30-mlnute See It Now show over 
to the senator for his reply. The 
answer was filmed over the week- 
end and telecast while McCarthy 
was in Arizona. 


Not So Secret 


Although the film was kept se- 


cret until shortly before air time, 
Murrow, through sources he de- 
clined to divulge, obtained knowl- 
edge of the charges and drew up a 
reply which was released at the 
time of the telecast. 


CBS said first listener reaction, 


via telephone calls and telegrams, 
was "overwhelmingly" in favor of 
Murrow.

The chaigcs and answers in- 


cluded: 


McCarthy: That Murrow "ab far 


back as 20 years ago was engaged 
in propaganda for C o m m u n i s t 
causes . . ." The March 9 attack 
"followed implicity the Communist 
line laid down in the last six

Be sure to praise a child for a 


task well done; children as well as 
adults thrive on praise, she said. 
When you punish a child or tell 
him something different than you 
had originally told him, give him 
the reason for your change so he 
will understand. 


All, parents have the same goal 


for their children, a happy adult- 
hood, but be careful you are help- 
ing him attain it, not hinder him, 
she warned. 


W« are living in a complex civi- 


lization, she said, so our problems 
both as adults and children are 
complex. One method that works 
for one person will not help an- 
other.

her work was with children who 
are not socially adjusted, and it is 
most important that the parents 
cooperate. 


A parent is the adult who is with 


a child most of the time, and Miss 
Hepfinger said in many cases it is 
the parent who has the warped 
viewpoint and is harming the child 
psychologically.

Cutting 'Voice' Funds Seems 


Inappropriate Now 


We hear a lot of people say from time to time that de- 


mocracy, for all its magic qualities, is a difficult faith to pro- 
mote among populations that are ill-fed and ill-clothed. 


Communism, it is said, is more salable because it prom- 


ises immediate and drastic industrial and land reforms and 
a host of other tangible and sweeping changes. 


" This is certainly an arguable point. Without wishing 


here to canvass all aspects of it. we would like to suggest 
there may be some doubt about the correctness of this con- 
tention.

* • 


The two faiths are seldom on equal test in the areas of 


the earth where the struggle for men's minds is most acute. 


It is an acknowledged fact that the United States has 


never .matched the Communist propaganda effort in size and 
scope. Indeed, it has never had a truly adequate informa- 
tion program by any reasonable standards of its own. 


Congress, which moans constantly about the stubborn 


resistance of certain peoples to American-style democracy, 
has been consistently niggardly in allotting funds to spread 
the democratic story across the globe. 


When the Democrats were in power, the funds for in- 


formation purposes used to be chopped most often on the 
argument that you couldn't trust the then existing Voice of 
America to give the world a proper picture of America. 
• 
• 
• 


The Democrats are out now, and the Eisenhower admin- 


istration has asked that $89.000,000 be voted for the newly 
constituted U. S. information agency. In terms of what it 
will dp, and in comparison with what the Soviet Union is 
spending and doing, this is a very, very modest figure. 


But the house has now voted to chop $13,000,000 off this 


total, a cut which can only impair seriously the work of the 
agency in Europe, Asia and South America. If this is done 
in the name of economy, it would seem to be pretty thought- 
less economy. 


Perhaps the senate will reflect a little more carefully 


on the need for telling the story of American democracy 
fully and forcefully. 


We Are Lucky in Our Generals 


Americans have been incredibly lucky in the character 


and quality of most of their top military leaders. 


A democracy whose military men do not have a proper 


respect for civilian authority could be a democracy in trou- 
ble. It is a cardinal principle of our system that the armed 
forces be subject, finally, to the civilian will. 


That is why the president himself is designated com- 


mander-in-chief, and why he appoints a civilian secretary to 
head the defense establishment. One needs only to look 
about to appreciate what can happen to freedom in nations 
where the army becomes the voice of authority.

But pick out some of America's leading generals and 


note the difference. George Marshall, Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
Omar Bradley, Alfred Gruenther, these men are just exam- 
ples. They show complete regard for the civilian authority. 
They do not wish the military to ir'rude at the highest levels 
of decision. 


Moreover, though they have waged war successfully, 


they are men who really abhor war and would make this 
country militarily strong so it will not have to fight again. 
No nation ever had so many genuine peace-loving generals.

NEW YORK—Major General Clayton L. Bissell, now retired, the 


wartime of the American army intelligence, had the responsibility for 
the preservation of the report of an American officer, on the horrible 
massacre of about 14.600 Polish army officers and "intellectual lead- 
ers," by the Russians, probably in May, 1940. The 
report is gone. 
Someone, either in the Pentagon, 


where Bissell had his office, or in the State Depart- 
ment, disposed of it. It accused the Russians of 
wiping out the flower of Polish manhood.' What- 
eve"r happened, it vanished and has never been 
found. 
A careful Inquiry was made by a select 


committee of the House of Representatives in the 
summer and fall of 1952. Bissell. the man with di- 
rect, absolute lesponsibility, said only one copy 
was made. 
The officer reporting was Lt. Col. 


John H. Van Vliet, Jr., captured by the Germans 
in Africa, he was liberated by the Russians as they advanced west- 
ward, made his way into the American lines and reached Washington 
on May 22. 1945. 


Bissell testified. "He told me the story of the visit to Katyn forest 


in such a calm, direct and conservative manner that there was no 
doubt in my mind that he was telling the tnith, about those events 
exactly as he remembered what had occurred two years earlier." 


Van Vliet's report was prepared under elaborate conditions as to 


secrecy. Thereafter all trace of it was lost. 


And yet. although the destruction 


tVritbmok 


of that proof of Russian perfidy 
had a fateful effect on Western 
civilization, the whole affair has 
been treated as a trifle by those 
same giants of the American press 
which have made a monumental 
issue of the charge that David 
Schine, Joe McCarthy's investiga- 
tor of traitorous activity, was al- 
lowed to wear non-regulation shoes 
for a few days after his induction. 
The reason why he wore non-reg- 
ulation shoes was that the quarter- 
master had no regulation issue 
big enough. 


Bissell said he directed that Van 


Vliet's report be classified "top 
secret." 
An attempt was made 


to pass the buck to the State De- 
pnitmcnt, which at the time was 
infested with the Alger Hiss-Ache- 
son cult. But Bissell never proved 
that the document left his official 
custody. 


The secret committee, with Ray 


J. Mndclcn, of Indiana, as chair- 
man, unanimously reported "be- 
yond nny question of reasonable 
doubt that the Soviet people's com- 
missariat of internal affairs com- 
mitted the mass murders of the 
Polish 
officers 
and 
intellectual 


leaders in the Katyn Forest near 
Smolensk, Russia. Approximately 
15,000 Polish prisoners were in- 
terned in three Soviet camps, Koz- 
Iclsk, Strobiclsk and Ostashkov, 
in the winter of'1039-40." 
Only 


400 of them ever were heard of 
again. 


The committee report continued: 


"Evidence repeatedly points to the 
certainty that only those 4,143 pris- 
oners interned nt Kozlclsk were 
actually exhumed from the seven 
mass graves. 
We are equally 


certain that the rest of the 15.000 
officers were executed. Testimony 
was presented by several witnesses 
that the Ostashkov prisoners were 
placed on barges nnd drowned in 
the White Sea. 
No one could en- 


tertain any doubt of Russian guilt 
for the Katyn massacre." 


The committee was carrying out 


A request from Congress to "de- 
termine why certain reports nnd 
files concerning the Katyn mas- 
sacre disappeared or were sup- 
pressed by departments of our 
government, x x x American au- 
thorities knew of the growing ten- 
sion between the Soviets and the 
Poles during 1942-43. They knew 
of the hopeless search for the Pol- 
ish officers. 
But all the time all 


these factors were brushed aside 
on the theory that pressing the 
search would irritate Soviet Rus- 
sia and thus hinder the prosecu- 
tion of the war." 


The committee further said: "An 


independent investigation "by the 
Army's inspector general in 1950 
concluded that the report had been 
•compromised' and that there is 
nothing to indicate that it ever 
left 
army 
intelligence. 
Bissell 


steadfastly maintained that he for- 
warded the document to the De- 
partment of State on May 25, 1945. 
It 
becomes 
apparent 
that the 


President and' the State Depart- 
ment ignored numerous documents 
from Ambassador Stanley (in Mos- 
cow) and Ambassador Winant (in 
London) who reported information 
which strongly pointed' to Soviet 
perfidy. It becomes obvious that 


died in Paris before the English 
version was put together.

months In World War I left the 
army a captain in 1920. He had 
had absolutely no experience in in- 
telligence work until 1943 "except 
from the practical user's end." 
This was like saying he knew noth- 
ing about cooking except that he 
had had some experience In eat- 
ing. 


The callous, flippant attitude of 


the New Deal toward the massacre 
was well expressed by a leading 
political propagandist of the Roose- 
velt cult in an article written from 
Russia In 1914. 


Quentin 
Reynolds wrote 
that 


when the Polish government in ex- 
ile in London denounced the atroc- 
ity, "We" of the American set in 
Russia, thought of "an old Russian 
saying: 'What' the use of being a 
Pole, if you can't be stupid?' " 


He insisted that the revelation of 


the massacre was a "trap" set 
by Doktor Goebbels. His political 
conclusion was this:

The world bleeds 
for the cruelties practiced upon her 
people. But the fact remains that 
diplomatically Poland is and has 
been out of step with her allies and 
especially her biggest ally—Russia.

When you get out of 
step you march alone. No one is big 
enough to march alone in this year 
of our Lord, 1943."

•Hands Off Is Best Attitude 
To Other Parents' Training

"1 know a couple." writes Mrs. 


S., "who have a five-year-old girl 
whom they dress well and to whom 
they teach manners, and they oft- 
en take time to play with her. 
However, they do not allow this 
girl to eat between meals, which 
I think is wrong. 


"When I keep this little girl I 


give her two or three cookies and 
a glass of milk at ten or ten' thirty 
in the morning and also around 
three in the afternoon. She "seems 
hungry and is thin, and I -am 
afraid of what would happen to her 
if she ever got sick." 


A growing youngster should have 


enough, food during the 24 hours of 
the day and this should be a bal- 
anced diet.

Murrow! "McCarthy's reckless 


and unfounded attempt to impugn 
my loyalty is just one more ex- 
ample of his typical tactic of at- 
tempting^ to tie up to communism, 
anyone who disagrees with him." 


Sponsored School 


McCarthy: That as acting direc- 


tor of the Institute of International 
Education in the 1930s Murrow 
"sponsored a Communist school in 
Moscow. In the selection of Amer- 
ican students and teachers, who 
were to attend Mr. Murrow's or- 
ganization, Murrow acted for the. 
Russian espionage and propagand- 
ist organization known as VOKS— 
V-O-K-S. Many of those selected 
were later exposed as Commu- 
nists." 


Murrow: "In 1934, the Moscow 


university had organized an Anglo- 
American Institute which proposed 
holding summer sessions in Mos- 
cow for English and American 
students . .'. I, as a representative 
of the institute .... was one of the 
24-member national advisory 
council which was set up to advise 
the. director of the American group 
. . . The only contact which VOKS 
had with the American group was 
in connection with procuring living' 
and travel facilities for the group 
while it was in Russia . . . Contact 
with it was necessary if the s'tu- 
dents were to sleep and eat . . . 
Soviets refused, after the 1934 sum- 
mer session, to have anything 
more to do with the institute ..." 


Arthur A. Houghton jr., chair- 


man of the board of trustees of 
the institute, commented: "Sen. 
McCarthy's remarks . . . are so 
irresponsible and so far from actu- 
ality as to be undeserving of a 
reply . . ." 


McCarthy: Murrow, by his own 


admission, was a member of the 
Industrial Workers of the World, 
"a terrorist organization" of the 
early 20th century.^ 


McCarthy noted" that in the 


March 9 telecast Murrow said "the 
actions of the junior senator from 
Wisconsin have given considerable 
comfort to the enemy." 


"That is the language of our stat- 


ute of treason—rather strong lan- 
guage." McCarthy said. 


"If I am giving comfort to our 


enemies, I ought not to be in the 
Senate. 


Can Be Resolved 


"If, on the other hand, Mr. Mur- 


row is giving comfort to our ene- 
mies, he ought not to be brought 
into the homes of millions of Amer- 
icans by the Columbia Broadcast- 
Ing System. This is the question 
which can be resolved with very 
little difficulty . . . 


"What do the Communists think 


of me and what do the Commu- 
nists think of Mr. Murrow. One of 
us is on the side of the Commu- 
nists—the other is against 
the 


Communists . . ." 


He then said that on numerous 


occasions iince the March 9 tele- 
cast the Communist Daily Worker 
has attacked him while praising 
Murrow. 


"I cannot take responsibility for 


what the Daily Worker or any oth- 
er publication has to say about my 
program or about me personally. 
I can say that I had no knowledge 
that I was to be the subject of 
notice by the Daily Worker . . . 
This is more than Sen. McCarthy 
can say about the Communist sup- 
port he accepted in aid of his 1946 
campaign for the U. S. Senate." 


Denies Support 


McCarthy has said he knew of 


no Communist support for him. 


The Columbia Broadcasting Sys-

WASHINGTON (Si — Less than 


three months after he was seated, 
In January, 194J. Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy tangled with his Bible- 
quoting Republican colleague from 
New Hampshire, the late Charles 
E. Tobey. 
' By the end of his first term Mc- 
Carthy had in succession fought 
Senators Raymond E. Baldwin of 
Connecticut, Millard E. Tydings of 
Maryland, and William Benton of 
Connecticut. From Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine and six col- 
leagues his activities promoted a 
much-publicized "declaration of 
conscience." 


McCarthy also attacked Gen. 


George C. Marshall, the man who 
masterminded U.S. strategy dur- 
ing World War II and later served 
as secretary of defense and secre- 
tary of state. President Truman 
had described Marshall as the 


, greatest living American. 


Defends Jessup 


Marshall came into the line of 


McCarthy's fire in 1950, by defend- 
ing the integrity of Ambassador- 
at-Large Phillip C. Jessup. McCar- 
thy had said Jessup had an '"un- 
usual affinitiy for C o m m u n i s t 
causes." 


On June 14, 1951, almost a year 


later, McCarthy in a 60,000-word 
speech linked Marshall's name to 
what he called "a conspiracy of 
infamy .so black that, when it is 
finally exposed, its principals shall 
be foreeyer deserving of the male- 
dictions of all honest men." 


At the time, McCarthy was dis- 


cussing "the questions of why we 
fell from our position as the most 
powerful nation on earth at the 
end of World War II." 


For all practical purposes Mar- 


•hall ignored the attack. 


___ 
Two Foes Beaten 


Of the five senators who crossed 


McCarthy, Republican Baldwin* re- 
signed, Democrats Tydings and 
Benton were defeated for reelec- 
tion and Tobey died. Mrs. Smith, a 
Republican, is up for reelection 
this year and is opposed in the 
primary by a friend of McCarthy's 
who says that "McCarthyism" is 
an issue in the Maine senatorial' 
campaign. In Maine, victory in the 
Republican primary is usually the 
same as being elected. 


Just before his row with Mc- 


Carthy, Baldwin had been offered 


a seat on the Connecticut supreme 
court. of errors by Gov. Chester 
Bowles, a Democrat.-' 


Baldwin agreed to accept, re* 


considered and then took the ap- 
pointment after all. , 


When he resigned from the sen 


ate, he said it was for health and 
family reasons, and a desire to 
return home. 


He Was' "Upset" 


A friend reports Baldwin was 


very much upset by the McCarthy 
fight and that in all probability 
"It weighed much in his final de- 
cision to resign." 


McCarthy started his next fight 


in February, 1950, when he charged 
that the Democratic ad ministra 
lion, especially the State depart 
ment, was riddled with Commu 
nists and fellow travelers. 


He kept up a barrage of charges 


and countercharges that were to 
figure in the 1952 elections and 
which were to lead him into fights 
with Tydings and Benton. 


McCarthy led off by accusing 


Tydings of a "whitewash" in the 
i n v e s t i g a t i o n of McCarthy's 
charges of communism in the ad- 
ministration. Tydings accused 
Carthy of making false accusa- 
tions. 


Personal Feud 


The bitter fight between McCar- 


thy and Tydings, veteran of 28 
years in Congress, evolved into a 
personal feud that spilled over into 
Tydings' campaign for re-election 
in 1950. 


In that year Tydings lost to John 


Marshall Butler, a Republican. 


McCarthy personally went into 


Maryland on Butler's behalf and 
there followed what a five-mem 
ber Senate subcommittee described 
in a unanimous report as a "de- 
spicable, back street type of cam 
paign." 


There appeared in Maryland E

the Senate Rules Committee said, 
"The implication of such tactics as 
a threat to our American principles 
should be obvious and frightening." 
Three Democrats and two Repub- 
licans made up the subcommittee. 
One of the Republicans was Mrs. 
Smith. 


Not Surprised ' 


After the subcommittee report 


was s u b m i t t e d , McCarthy ob- 
served : 


"I am not surprised at the ac- 


tion of the two Republicans. After 
all, they went on record lust year 
approving the Tydings 'whitewash' 
and condemning me for getting 
tough with Communists." 


McCarthy alone may not have 


swung the Maryland election, but 
whatever the reasons for Tydings' 
defeat—it gave McCarthy stature. 


Tydings himself said in 1950 be 


believed the reason for his defeat 
was that the Maryland Democratic 
party was badly split by local is- 
sues. He added that he didn't think 
McCarthy personally did any dam- 
age." 


"I think the issue raised and the 


propaganda about it had some ef- 
fect, but it would be secondary," 
he said. 


Has Ecliocs 


The Tydings campaign was to 


have echoes in McCarthy's bid for 
re-election in 1952. Tydings offered 
McCarthy $25.000 if he would go 
before any federal grand jury and 
offer evidence sufficient to convict 
anyone who was in the State De- 
partment in 1950 as a Communist. 
McCarthy did not accept.

American assistance in the war, 
especially planes and aviation ma- 
terial. The United States aid now 
amounts to about a billion dollars 
a year.

hand, rainy weather forced' French 
fighters and bombers to let up in 
their constant hammering of the 
Vietminh troop concentrations and 
war depots around Dien Bien Phu.

He knows the big tracks are hon- 
est, but even if the races weren't 
on the level he'd still come out. 
He has an unbounded belief in the 
axiom, "some horse has to win— 
and it might be the one I got 
my money on.' 


"Then there's the excitement of

Cure for Gout 
Is Disclosed

CHICAGO (J) — The way may 


have been opened toward eventual 
complete control of gout—one of 
mankind's oldest and peskiest af- 
flictions — the American College 
of Physicians was told today. 


Dr. Elmer C. Bartels of Boston's 


Lahey Clinic said the possibility is 
suggested by promising results 
with a drug called "Benemid." 


He told the ACP's annual meet- 


ing that there still are "many prob- 
lems" associated with the use of 
the drug—chief of which is the fact 
that sometimes a patient may suf- 
fer recurring attacks of his gout 
during periods up to nine months 
after Benemid treatment is begun. 


But he declared that 
"most 


cases" are eventually brought un- 
der control by the substance, some- 
times in combination with other 
medicines. 


The drug works by drawing 


troublesome uric acid from the 
gouty tissues.

Rooming House 
Owner Sues for 
Social Security 


CHICAGO W-The operator of 


an eight-flat rooming house filed 
suit Tuesday to reverse a ruling 
that persons who receive real es- 
tate income may not receive social 
security benefits. 


Burton D. Knickerbocker, 77, 


contends in the suit that his In- 
come is derived from work done 
in supply service to tenants and 
maintenance, and thus is no bar 
to social security benefits. 


Knickerbocker's rooming house 


is at 327 N.-Parkside Ave. 


Persons over 75 may receive 


payments under the social security 
regulations if they are self-cm- 
ployed, but not if their income is 
from real estate. 


If their income exceeds a cer- 


tain amount for self • employ- 
ment, those between 65 and 75 do 
not receive payments. They do if 
they are-over 75, providing the In- 
come is not from real estate. 


Knickerbocker's suit says an ap- 


peals council recently ruled that 
income from a rooming house is 
real estate income, and this is the 
ruling which the suit wants re- 
versed. 


Knickerbocker may receive as 


much an $85 a month in benefits 
if the suit is successful.

Here's Background of 
The War in Indochina 


Ho Chi Minli, Once Pal of 
U. S., Leads Rebel Forces 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (* — Over 35 


years ago an Indochinese named 
•io Chi Minn made his way to 
Paris as a servant on a French 
boat and got a job'as a photore- 
toucher. 


Indochina was strictly a French 


colony then. And in 1919, Ho Chi 
Minn joined the French Commu- 
nist party. He is a man who can 
be said to have lived a dedicated 
ife. 
His was a double dedication: 


Communism and independence for 
Indochina. Now,he is leading the 
Vietminh in their fight against the 
French in Indochina. His followers 
are not all Communists by any 
means. Many are Indochinese na- 
tio*nalists who also insist upon in- 
dependence for their country. 


May Take Over 


If the French, sick of the war, 


seek a negotiated peace with him 
and then clear out of Indochina, it 
is hard to believe this dedicated 
man won't try to take over the 
whole country. 


Ho Chi Minh—Uie name means 
The One Who Shines"—went from 
Paris to Moscow and studied revo- 
lutionary techniques. In the mid- 
19208 he went back to Asia and in 
1930, formed the Indochinese Com- 
munist party. 


In 1940, in southern China, he 


founded the Vietminh-league for 
the Independence of Viet Nam. In- 
dochina, slightly larger than Tex- 
as, is made up of three associated 
states: Laos, Cambodia and Viet 
Nam. 


The Vietminh had nationalist 


backing'. In 1944, with aid from the 
Americans who were fighting the 
Japanese—the latter held Indo 
china then—Ho Chi Minn went 
back into his homeland with sev 
eral hundred Vietminh partisans. 


U. S. Friend 


He cooperated with the 14th Air 


Force's pilot-rescue teams and 
made several raids against the 
Japanese. In return, American in- 
telligence o f f i c e r s helped him. 
Arms were parachuted to him. 


When the Japanese surrendered, 


Ho Chi Minh entered Hanoi tri 
umphantly and on Sept. 2, 1945, 
proclaimed his "Democratic Re- 
public of Viet Nam." On March 6, 
1946. France recognized Viet Nam 
as a republic under Ho Chi Minh. 


He negotiated with the French 


for independence. The French, re 
luctant to yield what had been 
theirs for 100 years, hemmed and 
hawed. And on Dec. 19, 1946, Ho 
Chi Minn's V i e t m i n h turned 
against the French in 'open war. 


Now, with the help of the Chi- 


nese, Ho Chi Minh has the French 
in precarious position. 


This country doesn't want the 


French to quit, saying a victory 
for Ho Chi Minh would be the first 
move in making all Southeast Asia 
Communist. 


<5ive Money Aid 


Since 1950, this country has given 


the French in Indochina over 500 
million dollars a year in military 
help. This year it steps up to more 
than one billion dollars. 


What's the matter with the Viet-

namese -people in general? Why 
don't they rush to the aid of the 
French 
to overwhelm Ho Chi 


Minh? For one thing there is 
strong nationalism in Indochina, 
particularly in Viet Nam, which 
las about 22 million of the coun- 
try's 26 million people. The re- 
mainder are in Laos and Cam- 
bodia. 


France has granted none of them 


full independence, although she is 
moving in that direction. 


Reports from Associated Press 


correspondents in Indochina since 
last summer say that probably 
naif of the 12 'million Vietnamese 


living in the zone controlled by- 
Bao Dai (who is backed by th« 
French as head of the Viet Nam 
government) are directly aiding 
the Vietminh or indirectly support- 
ing them. But only a fraction of 
the population is really Commu- 
nist. Most are just anti-French. 


About eight million of Viet Nam's 


22 million live in areas controlled 
by Ho Chi Minh. 


Russell Brines, an AP reporter 


who visited Indochina last year 
with Vice President Nixon, quoted 
French officers as saying they can 
count on only 10 per cent of th« 
people of Viet Nam.
